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If Edmonton needs more high school 
room the only thing to do is to put up an- 
other building or enlarge some of the 
present ones. But Edmonton doesn’t need 
more high school room except to accom- 
modate out-of-town pupils at less than 
cost. Some day the school board might 
stop spinning theories and face the fact 
that the high schools are crowded because 
we are giving high school training to hun- 
dreds of non-resident pupils at a little 
more than half what it costs the city tax- 
payer to provide the service, 


THE CLOSING QUESTION 


What hours the stores are to be kept 
open in Edmonton is a matter to be settled 
by the owners and their employees. The 
public will not expect or ask council or 
legislature to deal in any arbitrary way 
with a question of that character. The 
buyers will have to accommodate them- 
selves to whatever conditions may be 
established by the dealers. When the 
door is locked there is nothing that the 
prospective customer can do about it, or 
has a right to do. If one man does not 
choose to sell to another at certain hours 
of the day it is his right to refuse to do 

except in times of war, pestilence and 
lamine, 

But so far as the buyer's opinion is 
to be considered, it does seem  unfor- 
tunate that all classes of stores have to be 
closed at the same hours. It is particu- 
larly inconyenicat that stores dealing 
in men’s wares are closed during those 
hours of the day when men who work for 
a living can get out to buy anything. By 
the same line of reasoning restaurants 
might be required to shut up shop at those 
hours of the day when people have time 
to eat. Surely it is not beyond human 
wit to classify the stores, and to so adjust 
the selling hours that no clerk shall be 
over-worked but that it will still be 
possible for a working man to buy a pair 
of boots without taking a half-day off. 


SOME TRADE FIGURES 
During the year which ended with 
January, Canada sold to Great Britain 
products worth $446,000,000; and bought 
in return goods worth $193,000,000. Dur- 
ing the same year Canada sold to the 
United States products worth $474,000,- 
000, and bought in return goods worth 
$840,000,000, For each dollar Canadians 
spent in Britain, British buyers spent 
$2.30 in Canada. For each dollar Cana- 
dians spent in the United States, United 
States buyers spent 55 cents in Canada, 
28 cents of this being for paper and other 
forest products—for which we can always 
find markets, and which our neighbors 
could not easily secure anywhere else. 
Britain buys from 


Canada twice as 
much as Canada buys from Britain, The 
United States buys from Canada _ half 


what Canada buys from the United States. 
Britain buys our farm products, for which 
we have to hunt for markets; the United 
States practically shuts these products 
out. Our trade with these countries is 
out of balance, Britain buys from us 
against an enormous adverse balance 
year after year. The United States deals 
with us on a basis of two to one in its 
favor, That arrangement of things is not 
fair, and cannot be permanent. No coun- 
try on earth but one would continue to 
deal with Canada as Britain does. Cana- 
dians should remember that when they 
buy imported goods. 


NICHOLAS & TROTSKY

What is psycho-blography? It 1s 
throwing the searchlight of psychology 
on the lives of significant men; it 
supplements the 
story of what a 
man did and 
thought as an 
historical narra 
tive; it replaces 
the theatrical 
spotlight with 
which hero-wor- 
shiping biog ra- 
phers followed 
their enthusiasms, 
It is part of the 
realism of our 
many-sided mod- 
ern interests, and 
was heralded, at least by the title, in 
the attempts to portray the “real 
Washington” or the “real Lincoln.” It 
goes beyond that by way of the pene- 
trating X-ray of the Freudian analy- 
sis that attempt to Jay bare the innev 
motives of men. 

Biography is a fascinating study 
pictures a life in its completenes 
personality and setting. It follows 
human interest at its keenest in the 
careers of the leaders of men, It is 
no wonder that a good biography be-

comes a best seller, outrivaling the 
fictitious biography of the novel 
Truth isn’t 60 much stranger as it 


is completer than fiction, by the au-| 


thentic realism of the actual, The 
novelist may use models, but the 
biographer paints the sitter even if he 
idealizes him, 

The psycho-blographer tells us that 
the man inside the hero is the only 
clue to his character and achieve- 
ment alike, It ts not that intimate 
revelation which is responsible for the 
saying that no man is a hero to his 
valet (and this, by the way, not be- 
cause the man is not a hero, but be- 
cause the valet is a valet); it is rather 
the keen probing of motives that 
tempts the psychologist to get behind 
your mask and mine and lay bare the 
actual motives by which we live, while 
still we are alive; it is vivisection of 
the dead no less than of the living,

Would be Built 


Clarifying certain points of tits 
previous offer which W. J. Cunning 
ham, power superintendent, reported 
were ambiguous, a revised offer to 
supply the city with bulk power 
through interchange of energy and 
interconnection of the two generating 
systems will be submitted to the city 
council Monday night by the Calgary 
Power Company. 

The principal feature of the revised 
offer provides for the continued exist- 
ence of the steam plant and a clause! 
has been inserted in the draft agree- | 
ment covering the extension and fi-| 
nancing of steam plant by the com- 
pany if the city desires, The rate 
structure of the previous offer ha 
been revised, particularly in regard 
to the steam power supplied by the 
city to the company, which the new 
offer now places on a cost plus basis 

Bulk Power 

As in the previous offer the new 
draft agreement is based on a propo 
sition to supply the city with bul) 
power generated at the company's 
Ghost River hydro electric system 
and the purchase by the company of 
power generated at the city steam 
plant during the off peak hours 

Provided its proposal is accepted ly 
the city, the company states it will 
build a 30,000 kilovolt amperes trans- 
mission line from its Ghost river 
plant to the city generating system 
approximately 175 miles. 

The company einphasizes the fact 
that the question of public ownership 
is not involved nor is any franchise | 
requested, As Superintendent Cun-| 
ningham reported in connection with | 
the previous offer that capital ex-| 
penditure would still be necessary for 
extensions to the existing steam plant,
